THE  STUDENT  COUNCIL  with  its 
committees  has  endeavored  to  uphold 
the  standards  set  by  groups  of  former 
years.

STUDENT  COUNCIL  COMMITTEES 


SCHOOL  STORE.  This  organization  operates  on  its  own  funds, 
and  the  money  that  is  made  goes  to  the  council.  The  store  supplies 
students  with  necessary  school  materials.  Rex  Eatmon,  treasurer 
of  the  council,  is  the  manager. 

AUDIO-VISUAL  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  purchased 
educational  films  for  classroom  purposes  with  the  profits  from  the 
full  length  movies  given  in  school.    Gene  Neal  headed  the  group. 

CHAPEL.  Led  by  Buck  Pruden,  this  committee  planned  all 
chapel  programs  for  the  year.  The  programs  were  entertaining 
as  well  as  educational. 

PUBLICITY.  Every  week  this  committee  wrote  articles  about 
events  in  school  for  the  Raleigh  Times  and  Neivs  and  Observer. 
La  Verne  Harris  was  chairman. 

SOCIAL.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  this  group  had  a  tea 
for  new  teachers  and  a  tea  for  new  students.  Two  football  dances 
and  a  Christmas  dance  were  given. 

ELECTIONS.  The  duties  of  this  committee  are  to  carry  on  the 
election  of  class  officers,  student  council  officers,  and  marshals. 
Jack   Gordon,   sergeant-at-arms   of   the   council,   was  chairman. 

GROUNDS.  Under  the  leadership  of  Frances  Woodall,  this  group 
sponsored  cleanup  campaigns,  made  equipment  for  picking  up 
paper,  and  planted  trees  in  the  spring  in  honor  of  the  war  dead.

It  did  splendid  work  in  checking  the  points  of  both  the  senior 
and  junior  classes. 

CITIZENSHIP.  Headed  by  Anne  Grinnells,  the  committee  re- 
printed handbooks  for  the  school  and  explained  the  constitution 
to  the  underclassmen. 

LOST  AND  FOUND.  Open  four  days  a  week  in  the  mornings, 
this  committee  returned  lost  articles  to  students.  The  group  was 
led  by  Jimmy  Lineberger. 

HOUSE.  This  committee  sponsored  a  Christmas  decorating  cam- 
paign and  one  at  Easter.  Signs  for  the  stairs  were  made  by  the 
group,  headed  by  Robert  Ammons. 

SPORTS.  The  purpose  of  this  committee  was  to  promote  sports 
in  the  school.  This  year  there  were  football  sponsors  at  several 
games.  A  tennis  club  was  formed  for  all  interested  students.  Led 
by  Virgniia  Anderson  and  Billy  Raise,  the  group  sold  football 
tickets  before  every  game. 

CALENDAR.  Led  by  Carl  James,  the  calendar  committee  made 
posters  and  designs  for  the  whole  school. 

STAGE  CREW.  This  group  handled  the  technical  part  of  the 
chapel  programs  presented.    The  chairman  was  Gene  Neal. 

STANDARDS.  This  committee  was  formerly  the  War  Effort 
Committee.  The  co-chairmen,  Armecia  Eure  and  Calvin  Koonce 
have  done  splendid  work  this  year  with  the  auction  sale  held 
November  6.  At  Christmas,  boxes  were  sent  for  soldiers  at  Camp 
iSutner.

FOOTBALL 


THE  1945  FOOTBALL  season  saw  the  Raleigh 
Caps  bring  home  undisputed  possession  of 
the  North  Carolina  State  Class  A  title  for  the 
first  time  since  1935.  This  year's  team  was  one 
of  the  most  successful  in  years,  scoring  a  total 
of  224  points  to  its  opponents'  65. 

The  Caps  suffered  only  one  defeat  during  the 
entire  campaign.    The  lone  setback  came  at  the

hands  of  Greensboro,  a  Western  Conference  team, 
in  the  opening  game  of  the  season,  played  in  a 
driving  rain.  The  final  score  was  13-7,  with  Cain 
scoring  Raleigh's  only  touchdown. 

The  next  week  the  locals  returned  home  to 
begin  their  long  string  of  victories.   The  Durham 
Bulls  were  the  first  victims  of  the  Caps'  power. 
Raleigh  defeated  its  old  rivals  12-0,  at  Devereaux 
Meadow.    Lesane  and  Pearson 
scored  Raleigh's  touchdowns. 

Following  this,  Wilson  fell 
before  the  Capital  city  boys' 
might,  18-7.  This  was  the  first 
game  of  the  season  in  which 
Captain  Walton  Ferrell  parti- 
cipated, and  he  came  back  in 
grand  style,  leading  the  attack 
with  two  touchdowns.  Lesane 
added  the  third  tally.  James, 
Gordon,  and  Raise  paced  the 
linemen. 

A  week  later,  playing  at 
Riddick  Stadium  before  7,000 
fans,  the  Caps  stopped  the  Wil- 
mington Wildcats,  13-0.  Again 
it  was  Ferrell  and  Baise  who 
led  the  way. 

Journeying  to  Goldsboro,  the 
locals  hit  mid-season  form  by 
overwhelming  the  Earthquakes, 
26-6.    Senter  and  Cain  sparked 
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Still  on  the  road,  the  locals  traveled  to  Ashe- 
ville,  where  they  crushed  the  Maroons,  24-0,  to 
gain  revenge  for  a  defeat  suffered  during  the 
preceding  season.  Ferrell  raced  70  yards  on  the 
opening  play  of  the  game.  The  Caps  rolled 
up  16  first  downs  to  Asheville's  6„  and  gained 
340  yards  on  the  ground.  Ferrell,  Sentei',  and 
Lesane  led  the  Caps  against  the  «Maroons. 

The  next  week  Raleigh  met  some  unexpected 
opposition  from  the  Roanoke  Rapids  Yellow 
Jackets,  and  emerged  Vith  a  19-13^  decision.  The 
locals  had  a  19-0  le^d  going  into  the  fourth 
quarter;  but  the  Jackets  unleashed  an  amazing 
passing  attack,  which  resulted  in  two  touchdowns. 
Lesane  scored  two  of  the  Caps'- touchdowns,  with 
Ussery  making  the  other. 

Raleigh  really  romped  over  Fayetteville  in  the 
next  game,  played  at  Riddick  Stadium.  The 
locals  rolled  up  a  38-14  score.  Ferrell  and 
Lesane  led  the  Caps'  scoring,  each  going  'oVer 
for  two  touchdowns.  Eatman  and  Senter  ac- 
counted for  the  other  two.  Cain  was  the  leading 
ground  gainer  for  Raleigh,  repeatedly  getting 
away  for  long  jaunts. 


The6^ext  week,  at  Rocky  Mount 
clinched  the  Eastern  Conference  title  by 
pletely  outclassing  the  Blackbirds,  39-6.  The 
Caps  spotted  Rocky  Mount  a  6-0  lead  in  the  first 
quarter,  but  came  roaring  back  to  win  easily. 
It  was  difficult  to  pick  out  the  individual  stars 
of  this  game.  Lesane,  Ferrell,  Senter,  Cain, 
and  Lloyd  scored  Raleigh's  touchdowns,  Lesane 
accounting  for  two.  Hodge  and  James  led  the 
linemen,  the  latter  kicking  three  points  after 
touchdowns. 

Thus  Raleigh  had  won  the  Eastern  crown,  a 
the  next  game  was  at  High  Point  fc 
championship.

The  boys 
chosen  for  the  first  string  were  Jack  Gordon, 
tackle,  and  Walton  Ferrell,  fullback.  Cecil 
Hodge,  end,  Carl  James,  guard,  and  Billy  Baise, 
center,  were  named  to  the  second  team. 

Walton  Ferrell  was  selected  on  the  All- 
Southern  high  school  team.  He  was  termed  by 
Jake  Wade  of  the  Charlotte  Observer  as  "the  best 
high  school  player  in  the  state." 

Ferrell  and  Baise  were  invited  to  play  in  the 
annual  Shrine  Bowl  game  in  Charlotte. 

Carl  James,  guard,  was  elected  by  his  team- 
mates as  the  outstanding  member  of  the  squad. 
John  Senter  and  Jimmy  Lesane  was  elected  co- 
captains  of  the  1946  team.

Under  the  direction  of  Coach  W.  F.  Shealy,  the  1945 
team  ended  the  season  in  third  place  in  conference  stand- 
ings. This  year,  under  the  same  mentor,  the  team  is 
expecting  one  of  its  most  successful  seasons  in  years.

Raleigh  fans  had 
not  paid  much  attention  to  track  until  the  last  few  years, 
but  now  that  sport  is  holding  its  own  against  other 
athletics. 

One  reason  for  this  increased  interest  in  track  is  the 
fact  that  last  year  Raleigh  won  the  North  Carolina  Stale 
Class  A  Championship,  which  means  that  the  Caps  will 
be  defending  the  title  tliis  season.  The  locals  won  the 
State  title  by  virtue  of  their  triumph  in  the  State  meet 
in  Chapel  Hill  last  year. 

Gone  are  such  star  performers  as  Laddie  Terrell,  B.  K. 
Grow,  and  Dick  Taylor;  but  this  year's  team  can  boast 
of  equally  good  trackmen  in  Carl  James,  Jimmy  Cain, 


and  Ernest  Phillips.  Other  members  of  the  regular  team 
are  Sam  Cothran,  A.  B.  Pearson,  and  Jimmy  Lesane, 
plus  a  few  who  report  at  various  times. 

The  Caps'  first  engagement  of  the  current  season 
was  in  the  invitational  meet  at  Chapel  Hill  in  February. 

Although  Raleigh  did  rot  place  in  the  sectional  events, 
it  did  win  the  relay  event  for  North  Carolina  high 
schools. 

Aside  from  winning  the  State  title  last  year,  Raleigh 
also  triumphed  over  Durham  and  Greenville  in  a  tri- 
angular meet. 

Lee  Stone  served  as  coach  of  the  locals  last  year,  Joe 
Holliday  will  be  the  mentor  this  season.

AT  THE  OUTSET  of  the  basketball  season. 
Coach  Stone  had  the  problem  of  lack  of  ex- 
perience on  the  quint.  Only  one  member,  Sam 
Cothran,  was  a  regular  on  the  1945  team.  A.  B. 
Pearson  and  Billy  Baise  had  seen  a  little  service 
as  reserves.  Jimmy  Crosby,  Eugene  Ferrell,  and 
Billy  Burgess  had  played  on  the  junior  varsity, 
while  Jimmy  Lesane  was  playing  his  first  year. 

This  lack  of  experience  told  on  the  Broughton 
five;  the  locals  won  only  4  games  while  losing  10. 
The  team  did  fairly  well,  however,  considering 
the  lack  of  experience  and  height. 

Captain  Sam  Cothran  led  the  Caps  in  scoring 
with  107  points,  while  Jimmy  Crosby  garnered 
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69  to  be  runner-up.  A.  B.  Pearson  collected  63 
and  Billy  Baise  scored  59. 

Sam  Cothran  was  honored  by  being  placed 
on  the  All-Eastern  team,  Jimmy  Crosby  was 
named  to  the  second  string,  and  A.  B.  Pearson 
received  honorable  mention.

ENTER  SUB-FRESHMEN  GRADUATE 

1941  1946 


With  wide-eyes  and  open  mouths,  the  class  of  '46  entered 
Broughlon  as  Sub-freshmen  in  September  1941.  There  is 
probably  no  other  class  that  has  had  so  much  to  happen 
during  its  years  of  high  school.  The  first  activity  in  which 
we  participated  was  the  tea  given  by  the  Student  Council. 
Then  came  Pearl  Harbor.  Evei-yone  started  thinking  about 
doing  things  for  the  war  effort.  The  first  step  was  the  buying 
of  War  Bonds  and  Stamps  in  the  front  hall.  We  took  care 
of  our  shoes,  used  only  one  lump  of  sugar,  squeezed  tooth- 
paste lubes  a  little  harder,  and  observed  "Meatless  Tuesdays." 
Students  were  called  down  for  "Knittin'  for  Britain"  in  chapel. 
Everyone  sang  "Remember  Pearl  Harbor,"  "One  Dozen  Roses," 
"Praise  the  Lord  and  Pass  the  Ammunition,"  and  "In  Der 
Fuehrer's  Face."  The  weather  became  a  military  secret  in- 
stead of  a  topic  at  the  dinner  table.  Then  at  the  end  of  the 
school  year  we  discovered  that  we  were  the  last  eighth 
grade  group  to  have  the  privilege  of  changing  classes. 

Our  second  year  as  high  school  students  opened  with  even 
more  vigorous  campaigns  than  in  the  preceding  year.  Many 
clubs  were  abolished,  and  in  place  of  them  the  Victory  Corps 
was  organized.  The  girls  took  first  aid  courses  and  learned 
to  "plaster"  each  other,  while  the  boys  got  "stuck  up"  making 
model  airplanes  for  the  armed  forces.  The  more  energetic 
students  started  Victory  Gardens,  but  not  many  of  them  were 
finished.  There  were  scrap  drives  and  paper  drives,  and  books 
were  donated  for  the  servicemen.  Many  of  us  got  up  at  the 
break  of  dawn  to  go  to  the  country  to  pick  cotton  because 
of  the  labor  shortage.  We  slaved  all  day  and  earned  enough 
to  get  in  a  movie.  We  launched  some  very  successful  jeep 
campaigns.  The  service  flag  was  made  in  honor  of  the  boys 
in  service.  About  this  time  Churchill  and  Roosevelt  were 
making  history  at  Casablanca  and  the  movie  "Casablanca"  was 
shown.  We  all  had  our  share  of  teachers  in  the  ninth  grade. 
New  teachers  came  and  old  ones  left.  They  must  have  been 
frightened  by  the  chains  and  zoot  suits  the  boys  wore,  or  the 
glare  from  the  peroxided  heads  must  have  been  too  great. 
Lee  Stone  joined  the  coaching  staff  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  and  seemed  to  endure  the  "strain,"  but  at  the  end 
of  the  year  Raymond  Gre'json  resigned.  We  never  could  under- 
stand whether  we  caused  him  to  lake  the  new  position  or  not. 

Because  of  the  paper  shortage,  the  Hi-Times  was  discontinued, 
and  in  its  place  the  W-'ar  Times  was  printed.  It  furnished  us 
the  news,  but  it  didn't  take  the  place  of  the  Hi-Times.  A 
Bond  auction  was  held  in  the  auditorium  at  which  time  13,000 
in  Bonds  was  spent  for  a  pair  of  nylon  hose  alone.  We  had 
several  good  movies  in  the  tenth  grade— "The  Biscuit  Eater," 
"Syncopation,"  and  "Gunga  Din."  Mr.  Helms  stopped  one 
of  the  movies  in  the  middle  because  he  didn't  approve  of  our 
conduct.  Just  before  that  occurrence,  one  teacher  commented 
that  the  student  body  was  the  "most  orderly  and  helpful  that 
has  been  present  in  some  time."  Jack  Rank  presented 
^'Macbeth"  at  Broughton  for  the  first  time.  We  had  several 
"barber  shop  qiiartets"  and  other  "tets"  singing  "Behind  the 
Swinging  Doors."    That  was  about  the  time  our  parents  were 


going  around  singing  "Mairzy  Doats  and  Dozy  Doats  and 
Liddle  Lamzy  Divy."  The  first  gold  stars  were  put  on  the 
service  flag.    Seeing  them  brought  the  war  even  closer  to  us. 

T  he  hardest  thing  we  had  to  take  in  the  eleventh  grade  was 
the  fact  that  the  football  team  was  disqualified  from  the  cham- 
pionship game  because  of  an  ineligible  player.  We  saw  D-day 
come  and  pass,  V-E  day  come  and  pass,  and  Frank  Sinatra 
come  and  the  girls  "pass."  Roosevelt's  death  was  a  great 
blow  to  us.  We  listened  to  the  radio  the  day  after  his  death 
and  heard  speeches  by  Cherry  and,  from  London,  by  Churchill 
and  King  George.  Chapel  was  held  that  day,  at  which  time 
the  Student  Council  president,  Ivan  Armstrong,  gave  a  speech 
which  touched  everyone's  heart.  After  the  first  semester  the 
Hi-Times  was  established  in  a  miniature  fashion.  We  decorated 
for  the  Junior-Senior  in  April.  Everything  was  plantation 
style — the  columns,  the  trees  with  old  fashioned  swings  and 
moss,  rose  gardens,  honey-suckle,  and  weeping  willow  trees. 
Practically  everyone  either  read  the  book  or  saw  the  picture, 
"A  Tree  Grows  In  Brooklyn."  The  books  by  Ernie  Pyle  were 
also  very  popular,  especially  after  he  was  killed  by  a  Jap  sniper. 
During  the  summer  the  war  with  Japan  ended,  and  with  it 
gas  rationing. 

Our  Senior  year  has  been  one  of  many  events.  There  have 
been  elections,  collections,  strikes,  demonstrations,  and  acts 
of  insubordination.  The  class  officers  were  elected  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  Then  came  the  election  of  the  Editor 
and  Business  Manager  of  the  Latipac,  and  last  of  all  the 
election  of  the  superlatives.  It  seemed  that  everywhere  we 
turned  someone  was  holding  out  his  hand  for  money — and  he 
got  it.  The  day  after  Thanksgiving  holidays  the  furnace  broke 
down,  and  school  was  dismissed  after  the  second  period. 
Everyone  was  so  disappointed  that  they  just  wouldn't  go  home; 
so  they  went  up  town.  The  football  team  captured  the  State 
Championship  from  High  Point  this  year.  The  team  and  the 
band  played  vigorously  all  season.  Millard  Burt  had  returned 
from  service  to  direct  the  band.  Tire  rationing  ended;  and 
if  we  could  get  new  tires,  we  no  longer  feared  having  to  "get 
out  and  get  under."  Girls  wore  "blue  jeans"  to  classes  during 
the  time  the  Dramatics  Department  was  getting  a  "clean  sweep." 
"There's  A  Tear  In  My  Beer"  became  popular  with  us,  just 
as  strikes  became  popular  with  coal  miners  and  steel  workers. 
Then  we  took  up  the  "strike"  against  the  cafeteria  and  other 
policies  of  the  school.  Tlie  papers  called  it  an  act  of  in- 
subordination. T.  W.  Freeman,  a  friend  to  many  of  us,  died 
during  the  Christmas  holidays.  He  had  retired  the  previous 
summer.  The  Hi-Y  presented  the  school  with  a  plaque  with 
the  names  of  the  boys  killed  in  service  on  it.  We  have  lived 
through  four  years  of  war,  and  now 

"We  are  living  we  are  dwelling

A  kilowatt  hour  is  really  not  difficult 
to  understand.  Electricity  is  measured  in 
units  of  pressure  (volts)  and  in  units  of 
current  flow  (amperes).  Multiply  these 
two  together  and  you  have  a  unit  of 
power,  the  watt.  The  watt  is  a  relatively 
small  unit  and  it  is  customary  to  use 
1,000  watts,  or  a  kilowatt  as  a  practical 
base  of  measurement  of  electricity.  A 
KILOWATT  HOUR  represents  the  use 
of  one  kilowatt  (1,000  watts)  for  one 
hour.  It  represents  energy  equivalent  to 
one  and  one  third  horsepower.  It  is  the 
unit  of  measurement  used  in  your  electric 
bill,  and  the  residential  customers  of  the 
Carolina  Power  &  Light  Company  pay 
an  average  of  two  and  seven-tenths 
cents  for  each  kilowatt  hour  of  elec- 
tricity used.
